Robertson. — ** Henry should have applied his attention to that alone, which is 
enough for any man ; and he might have found a great deal scattered in various books, 
had he read solely with that view.” 

The branch of history which Johnson desired to see well don t^—the History of 
Common Life,—vt\\\ constitute the peculiar feature of the new History of England 
which is now introduced to the public notice. Without applying our ** attention to 
that alone,” — which would be to destroy much of the value of that branch in con- 
nexion with other branches which are usually held to constitute the whole of History, 
— K is our design to produce a History of the People, as well as a History of the 
Kingdom. We propose to pursue the investigation of the past condition and pro- 
gress of the country and its inhabitants in various interesting directions, to which the 
authors of the most popular of our existing English histories have only slightly and 
incidentally turned their regards. The narrative of political movements and changes, 

■ — of foreign and domestic wars, — of contests for power in which the people have 
only hod to obey and suffer, — will be given with the fulness which the importance of 
these subjects demands. It will be derived throughout, as far as possible, from ori- 
ghud authorities, and other authentic monuments of the past, compared with, and read 
by the light of the latest inquiries by which the critical spirit of modern times has 
illustrated our ancient annals. But a large body of facts, not comprehended under 
this head, but which form a most essential part of the moral and social history of our 
country, will also be presented us in ample detail. The History of Common l$e 
if the History of Civilixation. It is a History much more difficult to trace than to 
describe the march of the conqueror, or speculate upon the intrigues of the states- 
man. The materials are M scattered in various books and they are sometimes un- 
satisfactory, from, their scarcity, and. sometimes am barriering through their abund- 
ance. But they will amply repay the labour of their collection and exposition. With- 
out a knowledge of the facts which make up the History of the People, even mere 
political History is not always intelligible* and it certainly often loses the better part 
of its interest. These facts are indispensable to a true and complete representation 
of any age ; they alone can show * its form and pressure,” or familiarize it to the 
imagination, and bring it around us like a real scene. The History of Common Life 
is, however, a larger and more elevated branch of History than has been usually con- 
sidered. It is the History of social improvement, — of much of legislation that is 
passed over or forgotten, — of the administration of the laws, — of the progress of 


arts and of letters,— of the creation of national wealth, — of the gradual diffusion of 
the products of industry, whether exhibited in the food, the clothing, the buildings, 
the furniture, and the inter-communications of the masses of which a nation is com- 
posed. Tbs detail of the silent changes which take place in the interior of society 
abounds In curious and most interesting matter, much of which, in so far as Great 
Britain has been concerned, has not yet been turned to account in any regular his- 
tory of the country. Dr. Henry has the merit of making the first attempt, and, in 
so far as it goes, the most systematic that has ever been made, to write our national 
history upon the comprehensive plan that is now proposed ; and his work has enjoyed 
very considerable popularity. But besides that it only comes down to the end of the 
reign of Henry VII., Dr. Henry’s u History of Great Britain " is, in many respects, 
very far from being such a book as might be produced with the improved historical 
knowledge, and other advantages of the present day. The age in which we live has 
been an age of discovery in history as well as in nearly every other field of inquiry; 
and it will be the business of the conductors of th$ present work to take care that it 
shall not lag behind the knowledge of the time at which it is given to the public. 
Although, as being intended for popular perusal, its pages will not be encumbered 
with an unnecessary ostentation of reference, it will be prepared throughout, (as far 
as the utmost exertions and vigilance of those engaged in it csh obtain that otgeet.) 
without the neglect of any important source of information which the nature of iu 
design may make it proper to consult. In conformity with usage, it will be called 
M A History of England but it will, like Dr. Henry’s work, comprehend also the 
histories of Scotland and Ireland. The sutyect will likewise be “ carried ea in sepa- 
rate divisions,” after the example Dr. Henry has set, but the arrangements adopted 
will be considerably different from his. One advantage of these separate heads or 
chapters is, that the scheme allow s of a much wider division of labour than a con- 
tinuous narrative. The writers of the M Pictorial History of England * will be 
numerous; and they will undertake their several portions of the work with reference 
to their individual tastes and acquirements ; while a unity of plan will be secured by 
the whole being under the direction of a responsible Editor. The labours of every 
writer engaged will primarily tend to the great object of the work, that of producing 
a History of the People, which admits of being made the most entertaining and the 
most instructive of all Histories.

“ Whoever has perused the translator's letters must have perceived that be bad 
considered with no ordinary care the scheme of his versification, and that when be 
resolved upon altering it in a second edition, it was in deference to the opinion of 
others. 


“ It seems to the Editor that Cowper's own judgment is entitled to more respect 
than that of any, or all his critics ; and that the version which he composed when his 
faculties were most active and his spirits least subject to depression — indeed, in tbe 
happiest part of bis life — ought not to be superseded by a re vital, or rather recon- 
struction, which was undertaken three years before his death — not like tbe first 
translation as * a pleasant worir, an innocent luxury,* the cheerful and delightful oc- 
cupation of hope and ardour and ambition — but as ‘ a hopeless employment,* a task 
to which he gave * all his miserable days, and often many hours of the night,* seeking 
to beguile the sense of utter wretchedness, by altering as if for tbe sake of alteration. 

M The Editor has been confirmed in this opinion by the concurrence of every 
person with whom he has communicated on the subject. Among others, he takes tbe 
liberty of mentioning Mr. Cary, the translator of Dainte, whose authority upon such 
a question is of especial weight. 

“ In support of this determination, the case of Tasso may be cited as curioniljr 
in point. The great Italian poet altered his Jerusalem, like Cowper, against bis 
own judgement, in submission to bis critics ; he made tbe alteration in the latter 
years of his life, and in a diseased state of mind ; and he proceeded upon the same 
prescribed rule of smoothing down his versification, and removing all the elision*. 
The consequence has been that the reconstructed poem is utterly neglected, and bas 
rarely, if ever, been reprinted.”

— The public are admitted to the British Museum on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, between the hours of ten and four, from the 
7th of Sept to the 1st of May; and between the hours of ten and seven, from the 
7th of May to the 1st of Sept Persons applying for the purpose of study or research 
are admitted to the reading rooms every day, from nine o’clock in the morning until 
four in the afternoon, between the 7th of Sept and the 1st of May ; and until seven 
in the evening, between the 7th of May and the 1st of Sept Artists are admitted to 
study in the galleries of aeulpture every dsy, between the hours of nine and four, 
except Saturday. The Museum is closed between the 1st and 7th of Sept, and on 
Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and Christmas- day, and also on any special fast or 
thanksgiving days ordered by authority. The number of persons admitted to view 
the British Museum was, in 1831, 99,912 ; in 1836, 383,157. The number of visits 
made to the reading rooms, for the purpose of study or research, was about 1,950 in 
1810; 62,360 in 1836. By artists and students to the galleries of sculpture, for the 
purpose of study, 4938 in 1831 ; 7,052 in 1836. To the print room, about 4,400 in 
1832 ; 2,916 in 1836.

Mr. Srrgxant Talfourd, after a most enlightened Speech in the 
House of Commons on the 18th of May, obtained leave to bring in a BUI to “coa- 
uKdate and amend the Laws relating to Property in the nature of Copyright in 
Books, musical compositions, acted dramas, pictures, and engravings, to provide 
remedies for the violation thereof, and to extend the term of its duration.” The care 
of the Bill was also committed to Mr. Sergeant Talfocrd, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Lord Mahon, and Sir R. Inglis. The BiU was read the first time on the 
6th, and the second reading is to take place on the 14th instant

Wist London Literary and Scientific Institution. — A general meeting of 
the Members mod others interested in this Institution was held on the 19th ult, at 
their rooms in Baker Street, and was numerously attended. The honorary Secretary 
tead the Report, from which it appeared that 208 Members have already joined 
the Institution — that more than 500/. have been received for Subscriptions and Do- 
nations— that a Library was rapidly forming, nearly 300 volumes having been coL 
beted in less than three weeks. 


Society for the Encouragment of British Art. At the Annual General I 
Meeting held on the 15th ult, the powers of the Committee were extended to the 
purchase, from British Artists, of any work executed by them, whether the same 
shall have been publicly exhibited or not, if executed within two years preceding. 

Booksellkrs’ Provident Institution. — The liberal and benevolent feeling 
which dictated the establishment of this embryo institution has been promptly re- 
sponded to by all the leading members of the trade.

Mr. Brown, the treasurer, has recently paid into the Bank of England the sum of 
5,000k, to be invested with the Ctxnmi&sioners for Managing the National Debt, 
in the name of the Society.

This School has been established, in pursuance of a Parliamentary 
grant, for instruction in such of the branches of the Fine Arts as are peculiarly 
applicable to the Manufactures of this Country, for which purpose the Students will 
be instructed in the principles of Composition, Light and Shade, Colour, Perspec- 
tive, Modelling, Ac.

There is now little doubt of this interesting subject 
being put on a satisfactory tooting between these countries, and the example cannot 
fail to have its influence on other foreign governments, our own having already ex- 
pressed its readiness to enter into arrangements for the purpose.’’ — Atberueunu 

Paper. — At a Meeting of the Society of Arts, Mr, E. Cowper addressed the 
Society on the recent improvement in the Manufacture of Paper. In his observa- 
tions on the length which paper had been manufactured, be mentioned that one sheet 
had been completed which would reach four miles. 

Newspaper Postage. — A Deputation from the Proprietors of Country News- 
papers, waited recently upon the Secretary to the Post Office and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, for the purpose of soliciting the entire exemption of Newspapers 
from the Penny Postage, or that at least the liability to such charge should bn 
confined to delivery in the place of publication, when the Rt. Hon. T. S. Rice 
promised that a measure shall be introduced in the pr e se n t session of parliament, 
to provide that the delivery of Newspapers shall be free, by all the Government 
Penny Posts, except within the limits of the place of pubficatkm of each News- 
paper. The Rt. Hon. Gentleman did not consider it practicable to enforce the fiee 
delivery, or to limit the rate of charge, by village or private Posts ; but the De- 
putation were ;kffonn*4 that -the establishment of a Fenny Pest was never refused 
by the Post Office Department, when the number of letters was sufficient to defray 
two-thirds (and in some cases one-half) the expense of conveyance.

Philosophy of Morals. — An attachment to literary pursuits — a desire for' the 
acquisition of knowledge in general — will, for the most part, be found to co-exist with 
a virtuous turn of mind. Every species of literary, as distinguished from scientific 
composition, is directly or indirectly didactic ; for, though vice may be propagated 
by books as well as virtue, there is no branch of literature of which this is the nature, 
though it may be the perversion ; and he who has a relish for immoral productions, 
has not a taste for literature (any more than a merchant, in calculating his profits, 
has a turn for mathematics), but merely for literature, so far as it is a means of 
pampering his debased propensities.

— It having been intimated to the corporation of Newcastle, 
at their last quarterly meeting, that the British Association for the Promotion of Sci- 
ence would most probably meet at Newcastle next year, the Town Council unani- 
mously resolved to invite that body to their town, and commissioned one of its mem- 
bers to deliver the invitation at the forthcoming meeting of the association at Liver- 
pool — Tyne Mercury, 

A Meeting, convened by the High and Low Bailiffs, by circular, took place a few 
days since to consider how an invitation should be sent to the British Association, 
requesting them to hold their annual meeting of 1838 in this town. — It was resolved 
in order that the invitation should be generally and numerously signed, and that it 
should be entirely of a public nature, a town meeting should be held, from which it 
should emanate .— Birmingham Advertiser. 

The Rev. W. Cureton, M.A., of Christ Church, Oxford, and one of the Sub-li- 
brarians of the Bodleian Library, has been appointed, by the Archbp. of Canterbury 
and the Lord Chancellor, two of the principal trustees of the British Museum, to the 
office of Assistant Keeper of the Manuscripts in that national depositary vacant by 
tbepromotion of Sir F. Madden. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to appoint Sir William J. Newton, Mi- 
niature Painter in ordinary to Her Majesty. 

. M. Audubon, the distinguished ornithologist, has returned to England, after a 
year's absence in America, where he has been engaged collecting specimens for the 
completion of his magnificent work, the Birds of America.

The most powerful of these is Ba- 
ron Cotta, the proprietor of the Adgememe Zeitung , who is likewise the proprietor 
of six literary periodicals of a high standing, and of several others of an inferior rank, 
and is said to have from 800 to 400 editors in his pay. He is proprietor of the 
copyright of all the works of Goethe* Schiller, Herder, and Uhland. The second of 
these literary grandees is Reimee, of Berlin, who owns the copyright of all the works 
of Jean Paul, Tide, Kleist, Johannes Von Muller, Noralis, and Schlegel. The third 
is BeocXbause, of Leipsic, proprietor of the Conversations Lexicon, which alone oc- 
cupies taore than 100 literary men. Brockhause is likewise the publisher of a most 
colossal encyclopedia, which, when finished, will consist of at least 200 volumes, and 
he is now on the point of undertaking the publication of a new daily paper.
